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THE SUFFERINGS OF THE BELGIANS 
UNDER IRON HEEL OF GERMANY 


THE BELGIAN DBATH RATE EQUALS AN EPIDEMIC 


Apart From Losses On the Battlefield, the Civilian Population 
” Of Belgium Is Being Gradually Decimated By the Brutal 
Methods Employed By the Huns 
o————_____. 


Grand Fleet. is 
Ready for Battle 


The Germans Can Have a Battle 
Whenever -They Want It 


Archibald Hurd, the naval expert, 
writing in the London Daily ‘Tele- 
graph on the new situation in’ the 
North sea resulting from the Zee- 
brugge and Ostend raids, the exten- 
sion of British mine fields and the 
generally increasing naval pressure 
against Germany, says: 


“When the war is over the nation 
will form some conception of the ex- 
tent of the debt which we owe the 
American navy for the manner in 
which it has co-operated not only in 
connection with the convoy system 
but in fighting the submarines. 


“Tf the naval situation is improv- 
ed today as it is, it is duc to the 
fact that the. British and. American 
fleets are working-in closest accord, 
supported by an immense body of 
skilled workers on both sides of the 
Atlantic, who are turning out de- 
stroyers and other craft for dealing 
with the submarines as well, as 
mines and’ bombs. 


“The Germans can have a battle 
whenever they want it. The strength 


It has escaped general notice that 
the existing death rate in Belgium 
is as high as at the time of the most 
terrible epidemics, and greater , than 
that on the battlefield. This is duc 
to the extremities to which German 
eccupation has reduced the country. 

In addition, at least one Belgian is 
executed daily by the German author- 
ities, according to a statement just 
issued by the Belgian legation, as 
follows: 

“Not taking into account the loss- 
es on the field of battle, Belgium has 
suffered heavily in its civilian popu- 
lation through the invasion and oc- 
cupation of its territory by the Ger- 
mans. 


“During the invasion of August- 
September, 1914, we know the num- 
ber of victims to be well over 5,000. 
For the following provinces we have 
approximate estimates: Namur, more 
than 1,800; Luxembourg, about 1,200; 
Liege, more than 1,000; Brabant, 897; 
Hainaut, about 300.” 


Among the deportees the mortality 
resulting from privations, ill treat- 
ment and  underfeeding, exceeds 
largely. the normal percentage of 
deaths. Some, too, have met death 
on the battlefield, where the Ger- 
mans forced them to do auxiliary 
work, ‘

Since then the average num- 
ber of victims has increased, owing 
to the strengthening of the guards, 
and the putting up of new wires. 


“The death penalty pronounced by 
the German military’ courts for 
crimes of patriotism levies a heavy 
toll on the population. It is estimat- 
ed that each day one Belgian at least 
suffers the supreme penalty. 


“Through lack of physical strength 
many people become unable to resist 
slight illness, which, under normal 
eonditjons, would not prove fatal. As 
to the bad effect of unsuitable sub- 
stitutes, it will suffice to recall the 
diseases contracted by the deportces 
through the use of raw rutabagas and 
the paralysis of brain and the special

Aerial Hospitals. 


Air of High Altitudes Is Absolutely: 
’ Free From Germs : 


The possibility of aerial hospitals 
for the cure of tuberculosis and oth- 
er diseases is being discussed by 
British medical men acordincg-to in- 
formation received from  Dundce, 
Scotland. An article has been writ- 
ten by a physician on the feasibility 
of using air flights in the cure of 
disease. ; 5 

The physician-author calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the air of high 
altitudes is absolutely free from 
germs; that the ‘atmosphere pres- 
sure gets progressively less as one 
ascends. This germ-free atmosplhiere, 
Jhe says, is just what the surgeon is 
-constantly seeking at the cost of in- 
finite labor} expense, and care, 
which he rarely attains. on earth, The 
air therefore may be valuable to the 
surgeon: ‘To the physician, says the 
author, it presents a possible cure 
for tuberculosis, As the air is ab- 
solutely free from germs a consump- 
tive cannot reinfect , himself by 
breathing it, and the diminishing 
‘pressure of the atmosphere may be 
of further assistance in treatment, 
since at ground: leyel the lungs are 
never thoroughly emptied of air, and 
the “dead” air is left in their’ cavi- 
ties is a factor in causing lung dis- 
ease.

i Germans Soldiers Will Never Break 
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President Wilson Characterizes Ger- 
man Peace Talk as Insincere 


Opening with a speech. the Red 
Cross drive for a second $100,000,000 
war fund, President Wilson  an- 
nounced the purpose of the United 
States to set no limit on its efforts 
to win the war. 

“I have heard gentlemen recently 
say,” he said, “that we must get 
5,000,000 men ready. Why limit it to 
five million? I have asked of con- 
gress to name no limit, because con- 
gress intends,’I am sur@ as we all 
intend, that‘every ship that can carry 
men or supplies shall go laden upon 
every voyage with every man and 
every supply she can carry.” 

The United States, the president 
declared, will not be diverted from 
its purpose of winning the war by 
insincere approaches on the subject 
of peace. 

“JT can say with a cleat con- 
science,” he said, “that I have tested 
those intentions and have found them 
insincere. I now recognize to have 
a free hand, particularly in the east, 


to carry out purposes of conquest 
and .exploitation. Every proposal 
with regard to accommodation in 


the west involves a reservation in 
regard to the east. I intend to stand 
by Russia'as well as France. 


The statement brought the house 
to its feet cheering. 

German rulers, the president de- 
clared, are mistaken if they think 


the United States will sacrifice any- 
body for its “own sake. 

“Tf they wish peace, let them come 
forward and put their terms on the 
table. We have laid ours and they 
know what they are,” he said.

Propaganda 


How the Enemy Carried on Its 
Work in Russia and Italy 


Evidences continue to accumulate 
of the poisoned propaganda still car- 
ried on by Germany, and that there- 
fore calls for an offsetting one of 
truth. A Washington despatch, dat- 
ed March 11, 1918, says: One of the 
most potent means by which the 
morals of the Russian army and peo- 
ple have been undermined has been 
by systematic work in propaganda 
among Russian prisoners. Like most 
other Germaa activities, .this has 
been highly organized, and it shows 
greater psychological insight than 
many of the German methods, It ts 
quite as ynscrupulous and unrelent- 
ing as the measures by which the 
Germans crushed the physical pow- 
ers'of their prisoners.” 


The article then proceeds to des- 
cribe a  Russjan illustrated paper, 
printed in Berlin, which was indus- 
triously circulated in the Russian 
army, barracks and prison camp. The 
prisoners read it since they had 
nothing else to’ read, and they fell 
under the spell. It was circulated to 
produce feelings of gloom, hopeless- 
ness, homesickness and thoughts of 
dear ones at home. ‘They pictured 
the life of the lowly Russian people 
as it is affected by -war; it laid em- 
phasis on the poverty everywhere, 
the sick, hungry children, the sob- 
bing mothers, the wan cripples neg- 
lected by all and begging at the 
cross roads and in the streets. There 
was never a ch.2ry line to be found 
in this German-made Russian litera- 
ture given to the prisoners of war. 
Its tenor was always the same: Ger- 
man strength and prosperity; Rus- 
sian weakness in the field and weak- 
ness at home. :

EARNED HATRED OF THE WORLD 


YET AFFECT TO TREAT IT WITH CONTEMPT 


It Has Been Brought Home To Theni: That They Have Sinned . 3 
Beyond Forgivenness, but Believe That a Military Victory 


Will Win Them a Respect Founded on Fear

. “Do Germans know that their pol- 
icy of ‘frightfulncss’ has encompas- 
sed them ‘with the hatred of the . 
world? If they do know it, have 
they no searchings of heart, and why 
do they continue their course of law- 
less savagery?” People in allied, 
countries naturally ask these’ ques- j 
ions. An answer is furnished in 
that remarkable book, “The: Iron 
Ration,” by George Abel Schreiner, 
who spent three war years in Ger- 
many as the correspondent of the 
Associated Press. ‘he leaders, of 
Germany, he says, knew that the 
Fatherland had not a friend ecxcept- 
ing its allies, and discussed the 
question freely and openly. “A reg- 
ular epidemic of introspective  rea- 
soning swept over tlic country.” “Are 
we really as bad as they make ts 
out to be?” a German general asked 
of Schreiner. The latter, a Boer, res 
plied that the violation of Belgium 
and the sinking of the Lusitania had 
been mistakes, and that the Germans 
were reaping the harvest they sow- 
ed then. A similar question was put 
to.Schreiner by General von Falken- 
hayn, the former German chief of 
staff. “He, too, failed to understand 
why the entire world ‘Should have 
turned its thumb against the Ger- 
mans.” General von Elstermann and 
General von Delmansingen, who took 
part in the Roumanian operations, 
also inquired why the Germans were 
so cordially hated. Von Delman- 
singen’s comment is significa | 
’ “Tt seems that there is nothing we 
can do to make ourselves respected. 
am one of those. Germans ho 
would like to be loved.’ But — that 
seems to be impossible. Very well! 
We will sec! We will see what the 
sword can do. When a_ race has 
come to be so thoroughly detested as 
we.seem to be, there is nothing left 
but to make itsclf respected. I fear 
that in the future that must be our 
policy.” : ;

Professor Charles Scott Sherring- 
ton of Oxford has sent The London 
Limes a inemorandum of a conver-

War Garden Bulletin a y 


Practical Weekly Guide for Vacant 
Lot and Backyard Gardeners 


(Issued by the Canada Food Board 
in collaboration with, experts on the 
staf€ of the Dominion Experimental 
Farm.) 

The chief concern of this week for 
the war gardener should be His Ma- 
jesty the Spud. In 1916 sixty-three 
million bushels of potatoes were 
grown in Canada. In 1917 seventy- 
nine millions were grown. In 1918 
every home cellar should become a 
“potato elevator’ to. release the 
wheat for the fighters and keep down 
the cost of living. Great care should

Use 
a line to get the measurements accu- 
rate. For an early potato this is the 
ideal distance. The seed pieces 
shauld: be from 14 to 18 inches apart 
in the rows. The best practice is 
to select good medium sized  pota- 
toes and make four sets out of them, 
cuttting lengthwise and then across, 
There are several potato cutters on 
the market, but while some of these 
are better than others, the most sat- 
isfactory way is to cut by hand. It 
it very important to plant freshly-cut 
seed. Leaving the sets uncovered in 
the trenches lessens the yield. 

It is of the utmost importance to 
know the most economical. depth to 
plant potatoes, as there is no doubt 
that different depths of planting will 
give different results. While shallow 
planting has given the best yiclds at 
Ottawa in loose, sandy loam soil, the 
most economical depth is from four 
to five inches for rich loamy soils. 
Sets shauld be planted deeper in 
soils likely to dry out than in others

Indian Population Is Contributing to 
v- Food Supply 


Production. that is always in our 
minds when our minds are not fixed | 
on the western front.where - things 
are happening that ‘will determine 
everything. . ; 

Well, production is the best that} 
folks safe at home can achieve. It; 
is a good best but it is only second 
best. First best’ belongs to the men | 
on the battle front. | 

It is gratifying to learn, as can be| 
done through the recent report of the} 
department of Indian affairs, to 
what extent a very considerable por- 
;tion of our 1 dian population is con- 
tributing to our food supply by cul- 
livating the soil, and raising cattle. 
The Iroquois on the old reserves in 
southern Ontario have long been 
successful farmers, as any one can 
see for himself who will visit for in- 
| stance, the market square of. Brant- ; 
lford on farmers’ day and note the 
produce offered for sale and the sleck 
horses and \ell-kept wagons, all of 
which belong to our copper-colored 
fellow citizens. | 

And the lsre of the plough, or} 
rather the lure of the profits that 
follow the plough, has taken posses- | 
sion of many of the. most intelligent ! 
of the Indians in the West, who, per- | 
[haps are to be found. chiefly. in Al-; 
berta.. At any rate, it is the record | 
of certain tribes in Southern Alberta | 
that can be pointed to with best ef- |

Harvest Leave. 

Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. ; 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, 2s well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. ; 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for decision, . In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. . 

There is no further obligation incumpent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 


Harvest Leave. 


- Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest. 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur- 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
become available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. : 


Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 


It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard- 
ship. should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted - 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 

_ yemaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas) ; brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not to be counted, 
in determining the fact that the man. is the “only” remaining son or brother; 
(b) where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. : 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 


Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his application 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisional 

_ leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and. continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed Ol.
